At the edge of the city there is an 
old tumble-down shack hidden from the 
sight of the gasual passerby. In it 
there lived five or six years ago a 
family, squalid, destitute, miserable 
and forlorn. The father, brutalized 


from the want of drink, made it his 
business to beat his wife and in other 
ways mistreat his family. Finally 
he deserted his brood. 

When starvation stared the family 
in the face and the wolf howled at the 
door the mother, half crazed, the chil- 
dren naked, sick and starving, and 
the house bare of so much as a bed, 
tw@ field workers of a family agency 
discovered the sad plight and the ma- 
chinery of the Hebrew Orphans’ home 
was put into motion. 

The oldest girl, a cripple, was sent 
to school and college, and is about to 
complete her course. The two young- 
er boys were taken into the home and 
have grown into fine and robust 
youngsters. The mother, under _the 


eare of the nurse of the family agen- 
cy, is gradually regaining her strength 
and reason. 

The older girl gives promise of be- 
ing able to support herself, her moth- 
er and her brothers in a short time 
after her graduation, and it is her 
plan and that of the Hebrew Orphans’ 
home that she reestablish a home for 
the family and, with the help ef the 


the two younger ones in their own lit- 
tle nest. The Hebrew Orphans’ home 
will supply the funds that are lack- 
ing until the family can stand on its 
own feet. 

The case is indicative of what the 
orphanage is attempting to do—bring 
up children in their own homes if it 
can be done properly and, if not, to 
house such helpless little ones until 
it can be done properly. Both the in- 
stituton and. the subsidy plan of the 
institution are playing important parts 
in this valuable piece of work as the 
foregoing history shows, and are being 
provided with funds to carry on by 
the Atlanta Community Chest witb 
which the Hebrew Orphans’ home is 
affiliated.

bas received any recent word from 
the Detroit manufactnrer. 

Attertion in Washington was at- 
tract>d as much to the magazine's 
quotation of Ford’s indorsement of 
Presilent Coolidge’s suggestion that 
an impartial commission he appoint- 
ed to dispose of Muscle Shoals, as to 
the report of the withdrawal of the 
Bord offer itself. 

Supporters Are Shocked. 

The magazine storv came as a 
shock to supporters of Ford’s offer, 
who hac succeeded in having the 
Muscle Shoals question nlaced on the 
senate calendar as the first order of 
hu_iness for. the December session of

Norris Bill Remains. 

The insistent demands of Ford sup 
porters led Senator Norris to agree 
io lay the whole Muscles Shoals is- 
sue before the senate at ‘the Decem- 
ber session. Ford's offer was the 
only proposal providing fer private 
operation With the. 
passing of the Ford bid, there would 
remain the Norris bill, several pro- 
posals for, government ownership and 
private operation and the administra- 
tion’s plan for the appointment of an 
impartial commission to atudy the 
Muscle Shoals problem and submit 
recommendations to congress. 

The withdrawal of the Ford bid 
would remove a bitter national po- 
litical controversy. It has been a 
storm center for two years and dur- 
ing the last session of congress it 
was one of the dominant ‘ssues. 

‘The public hearings hefore the 
senate and house committees, extend- 
ing over months, brought cut sensa- 
tional testimony in which the mo- 
tives of hich officials were questioned. 
Delegations on both sides of the ques- 
tion from all parts of the country tes: 
tified before the committees and the 
fight over the bid was carvied to the 
closing hours of the last session of 
congress. 

Ready for Finish Fight. 

A compromise at last was reache‘ 
which would bring the issue squarely 
before the senate at the opening of 
the December session. Ford's op- 
ponents claimed his bid would be de- 
feated when it came to a vote, while 
his proponents declared the senate 
would adopt the bid after it had been 
thoroughly. explained on the floor of 
the sennte. Both sides were girded 
for a finish fight in December. 

If Ford actually retires from the 
scene, as the magazine interview in 
dicates, there will be a shifting of 
lines and just what form it will take 
is problematical. The southern dele 
gations interested in the deveionpment 
of Muscle Shoals have reiterated their 
desire to have the great property de- 
veloped as soon as possible to sive 
the country the benefit of its vast 
resources, 

Manufacturing concerns of the 
south in need of power have urged 
the rapid utilization of the tremen- 
dous current that ean be developed at 
Muscle Shoals. Public utilities and 
townships are eager to obtain current 
from the plant and agriculturists are 
anxious to see fertilizer produced in 
the nitrate plants. 

Tvo Other Proposals. 


The two other proposals that re- 
ceived the most attention at the last 
session of congress were the presi- 
dent’s suggestion for the creation of 
an impartial commission to study the 
problem and Chairman Norris’ bill for 
government ownership and either gov- 
ernment or private operation. 

In the meantime, the governmen: 
would go ahead with its program for 
the completion of the Wilson dam, 
which is expected to be finished next 
summer. There has not been a sug- 
gestion in Washington to abandon 
Mascle Shoals and it is believed that 
by the time the dam is finished some 
definite program will be adopted for 
the perpetuation of the project.

MESSAGES SAY 
“ALL IS WELL.” 


Chathem, Mass.,. October 13.— 
Sailins into the gathering dusk of an- 
other Atlantic night, the Zeppelin 
ZR-3 has spanned more than half the 
distance between Friedrichshafen and 
the United States, 

As vireless communication between 
the big flier and German stations fal- 
tered and finally failed altogether a 
relayo! message from the ZR-3 was 
received at station WCC here advis- 
ing that the Zeppelin was cruising 
foward the Bermudas at a speed of 
o miles an hour with the Azores far 
behind. 

Messages were exchanged directly 
between WCC and the ZR-3 during 
the early hours of Monday, hut with 
dawn these failed and the steamer 
Sierra Ventuna, of the north German 
Lloyd line acted as a relay station 
for the airship. At station WCC it 
was expected that direct communica- 
tion would be resumed soon after 
nightfaii in the United States. 

All Well on Board. 

The latest message from Dr. Hugo 
Eckexer, director of the Zeppelin 
company, who is in charge of the 
Z-3 on her flight to America, said 
that communication with WCC had 
been satisfactory.

ly nose down. The ground men will 
seize drag lines released from above, 
and will “walk” tthe dirigible to a 
position where the control car can be 
brought down upon a “cradle’’ spe- 
cially constructed for this purpose. 
The ZR-3 will then be put to bed in 
her hangar. 

The ZR-3’s forward car is consid- 
erably higher than that of. the She- 
nandoah and it was found that the 
latter’s “cradle” would not reach half 
far enough up from the ground to 
receive the navy’s latest aerial dread- 
naught. 

The air station will have to wait 
until the ship approaches quite near 
to get into direct communication with 
it, as the Lakehurst wireless equip- 
ment is weak. Dispatches from Wash- 
ington and from New York and other 
eastern cities which the dirigible is 
expected to visit first, however, will 
keep authorities here posted on her 
progress. 

No Official Escort. 

Mrs.. George W. Steele, wife of Cap- 
tain Steele, who, designated as Ameri- 
can commander of the ZR-3, now is 
making the flight across the Atlantic 
with the German builders’ crew, ar- 
rived at the field late Monday. She 
will remain here until the ship’s ar- 
rival, as the guest of Mrs. H. Klein, 
whose husband, Commander Klein, 
also is on the ZR-3. 

No official air escort will be sent 
out. to welcome the dirigible from 
Mitchel field, but individual pilots 
there have been given. permission to 
go out to greet her.

Cancellation of Debts.

If the 
Anglo-French league of nations. de- 
termines that the United States must 
remit these debts and we refuse to 
submit, then the 47 signatories ‘o) 
the protocol are compelled to apriv 
‘sanctions,’ a new little euphemism 
for ‘war.’”

THE LABOR VOTE. 


The organization last week of the 
Nationa] Democratic Labor commit- 
tee initiates an organized effort on 
the part of a large number of labor 
leaders throughout the nation to 
Swing what is known as the “labor 
vote’ to John W. Davis for presi- 
dent. 

It will be recalled that the execu- 
tive council of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor indorsed the La Fol- 
lttte-Wheeler ticket soon after the 
campaign began. This indorsement 
aroused a storm of protest from 
leaders all over the nation. It was 
pointed out at the time that the 
action was too hasty at least: and 
the protests were renewed after Mr. 
Davis made his Labor day speech at 
Wheeling. : 

Since that time there has been a 
definite, unmistakable trend of labor 
Sentiment toward the democratic 
candidate. 

Several organizations, notably the 
Building Trades Council of New 
York, representing 115,000 work- 
ers in building trades, indorsed the 
democratic ticket. 

Among the outstanding labor 
leaders who are actively Supporting 
Mr. Davis is Major George L. Berry, 
who was prominently mentioned for 
vice president at the New York con- 
véntion. He is president of the In- 
ternational Printing Pressmen’s 
Union of America, and it is an- 
nounced that Major Berry has been 
made chairman of the National 
Democratic Labor committee. Among 
other officials are P. J. Moran, in- 
ternational president of the Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers’ union, 
and J. J. Dowd, vice president of the 
International Boilermakers’ Union 
of America. 

It is clearly obvious, therefore, 
that despite the efforts of President 
Samuel Gompers, who is usually a 
conservative, the organized labor 
vote of this country is not lined up 
behind the Wisconsin senator for 
president, as many profess to be- 
lieve. The leaders of organized 
labor in Georgia are divided, but, 
when the votes are cast it is safe to 
Say the overwhelming majority will 
be for Davis. 

The fact is outstanding that or- 
ganized labor is not for the Cool- 
idge-Dawes ticket. Although the 
president has made a desperate at- 
tempt to placate the vote his own 
Official record and especially that of 
Mr. Dawes is antagonistic—whether 
right or wrong—to the trends of 
the labor federations.

Shackles. 


Gabriele D’Annunzio, having for- 
mally renounced the world goes 
through the Iudicrous ritual each 
night of burning the letters he re- 
ceives.

Professor Paul Sabatier, scholar 
and author, has been on a visit’ to 
Kingland.

The 
pope thereupon ordered the book to 
be placed on the Index Expurgatorius, 
so that although the author had the 
benediction of the Holy Father his 
bock was proscribed to Catholics.

Madness of 
Despotism. 


Mandolini, great South American 
philosopher, is devoting some study 
to the characteristics of tyrants. In 
the madness of Tiberius, Nero and 
Caligula, he seesasort of Nietschean 
will to power. This also would seem 
to apply to such famous historical 
chaarcters as Borgia and Napoleon, 
the latter of whom declared on one 
occasion: “In the eyes of the foun- 
ders of empires, men are not men, 
but instruments.” But psycho-an- 
alysts may easily see in the madness 
of such tyrants symptoms of plain 
paranoia. What else can we call the 
action of Caligula in ordering his 
image to be adored like that of a 
God? <A peculiar sense of dread for 
the future also often enters into the 
mentality of such rulers. Mussolini 
already has that secret fear. His 
great and keen mind, trained to ob- 
serve the characteristics of the masses 
is aware of the coming decline of his 
power. He fears a debacle, tightens 
the reigns of government and steers 
directly for the cataclysm, which he 
in reality. hopes to avoid. 


Wells and 
Rolland. 


Two interesting observers at the 
Geneva conference recently were H. 
G. Wells, the man “who tried to un- 
dermine the national prestige of 
France at the Washington arms con- 
ference,’ as The Figaro has it, and 
Romain Rolland, the idealist, who 
dared to utter a protest against the 
fratricide of the great war in his 
world message, “Above the Strug- 
gle.” Rolland is the thorough going 
pacifist. To him pdcifism does not 
mean merely to be a lover of peace, 
but to be a worker for peace. To 
Rolland pacifism signifies a struggle 
that demands self-sacrifice and hero- 
ism. His faith in pacifism is ful] of 
passion, not a mere sentimental fond- 
ness of peace. That he dared to ut- 
ter his protests while the carnage and 
slaughter in Europe was going on 
shows him a real hero. It was dan- 
gerous for him to live in France. It 
was even dangerous to be numbered 
among his friends. The after war 
developments, however, have brought 
a change. Rolland is considered one 
of the greatest and freest spirits of 
Enrope at the present time. Even 
avowed imperialists like M. Poincare 
admit. the grandeur of Rolland’s 
pacifism, though he loes not. sub- 
scribe to his views by a long way.

HEALTH TALKS

iF HARD OF HEARING SING. 

At first shudder it does seem para- 
doxieal, yet Dr. Paul V. Winslow, 
New York aurist, asserts that the hard 
of -hearing may improve the hearing 
by just singing. Now it does seem 
just the reverse sometimes. [ have 
only one ear, but it is a very good 
one, and much of the singing one 
is exposed to these days—on the air 
—well, I get the impression that a 
lot of singers must certainly be deaf. 
However, Dr. Winslow assur2s us 
that when the hearing is bad singing 
improves it. If your hearing is bad, 
sing; if your singing is bad, you 
should worry. 

Three or four readers subject to 
eatarrhal deafness will recall that I 
told about Dr. Winslow’s method here 
quite a while ago. I am sure they 
will because they wrote to me liter 
to tell of the improvement im tLeir 
hearing from following out some %i 
the Winslow technique, so far as the 
patient himself can do 80 ~~ 

Dr. Winslow points out the intima- 
cy of the nerve supply of the nose with 
that of the middle and external ear 
ipparatus and indicates to the meé 
ical man how stimulation of the na- 
sul nerve ganglia ov stations and the 
trigeminal nerve (the one involved in 
facial neuralgia) brings about im- 
provement in hearing. 

Ever notice a rather deaf person 
straining to hear? He makes a face, 
unconsciously, and the grimace en- 
ables him to hear better. Wigzle 
sour ears a little while every day for 
the benefits of your hearing. Dr. 
Winslow quotes this interesting ob- 
servation from Politzer. 2 famous au- 
thority on the ear. “During strong 
contractions of the orbicularis palpe- 
brarum muscle contractions of the 
stapedium muscle are set up.” - The 
former muse:e surrounds the orbit and 
contracts when we .guint hard. The 
latter muscle moves one of the little 
pones in the middle ear. Free move- 
ment of the hammer, auvil and stir- 
run bones in the middle ear is essen- 
tial for good hearing, since these bones 
convey the seeund vibrations. Soe 
squint hard while you are wigglirz 
your ears. Jt all helps. 

Dr. Winslow says that deafness of 
rearly every type seems to vary with 
the general physical condition of the 
patient. good hearing depending a 
sreat deal on good muscle tone, not 
cnlv in the ear Lut in the entire 
body. He believes many patients suf- 
ter from a greater degree of deafness 
than the ear disease itself warrants. 
Keep fit and hear better. 

In treating catarrhal deafness Dr. 
Winslow applies the high frequency 
evrrent to the skin around the eyes 
strong enough to produce spasmodic 
eontraction of the chicularis muscles. 
and also to the skin of face, neck 
and ears for five minutes, to make 
the muscles contract vigorously. He 
tickles the mycous membranes of the 
nostrils with plain cotten for two 
minutes.

Guard Against Over-enthusiasm. 


The findings of Shields & Co. are by no means unfavorable to the 
chain stores, but neither are the conclusions reached over-enthusiastic. 
They show that in certain retail lines the chain store growth is approach- 
ing its peak, notably in the grocery field. ‘While there will always be 
a normal growth,” the pamphlet says, ‘‘based on increase in population, 
the actual establishmnet of new units cannot be extended much farther.” 

The chain store has been one of the principal factors in the move- 
ment towards the simplification of distributive functions, it is admitted, 


_but the character of chain store activities in the future will largely be 


determined by the character of competition between chain and chain and 
not between chain and any other agencies, 

In dissecting the chain store industry it is found that the most 
rapid growth has taken place in the grocery, drug, five and ten, dry goods, 
tobacco and confectionery lines. In each case there is a ‘‘repeat market,” 
the articles falling mainly in the class of necessities or semi-necessities. 


Small But Steady Margin. 


Chain stores handling this stock are able to maintain a high rate of 


turnover, which allows them to make a small but steady margin of profit 
at frequent intervals. 

The application of the chain store idea to the retail fields which 
handle but one or two lines has been attended by new problems, and the 
outcome is not yet certain, it is observed. This applies to chains selling 
shoes, hats, hosiery, shirts, sporting goods, radio supplies or millinery. 

Says the writer of this pamphlet, Walter S. Hayward: ‘‘The specialty 
chain must consider (1) the greater diffusion of the market, making it 
necessary to resort to advertising to obtain sufficient volume of sales; 
(2) the necessity in some cases of Operating on a service basis, thus 
bringing the chain directly into competition with the independent; (3) 
the difficulty of centralizing management; (4) the greater degree of 
salesmanship required.” 

There are certain fields in which the chain has made no headway, 
such as hardware, jewelry and perishable food products. The pamphlet 
points out that the grocery field will only support a certain number of 
stores Selling on a price basis. In the urban and suburban sections this 
demand has already been taken care of. The great extension of the 


grocery chain at present is in the small town and rural community. 


Grocery Chain Over-extended. 


The conclusion reached is that, as in every case where there is 
«reat stimulation to growth, there is a tendency to go beyond the mark, 
with a consequent period of readjustment. Signs point to something of 
this sort occurring in the grocery chain field. There is a new phase of 
competition between chain and chain, and it is the direction 
which this competition takes which should be watched. Obvtously, says 
fie writer, price-cutting is no solution. Such a policy can end only in 
the survival of the strongest chain and the absorption of its weaker rival. 

The extension of the five and ten-cent store field is limited by the 
necessity of a certain minimum population in order to sustain a stipu- 
lated volume of sales, but in this field there is virtually no independent 
competition and these chains are the most interesting of all.

From the standpoint of security municipal bonds make a strong ap- 
peal to all conservative investors, Their tax-exempt features give them 
an added attraction, But municipal bonds afford considerably lower yields 


than can be obtained from good investments in corporation bonds. 

Because of exemption from the income taxes, it must be acknowl- 
edged that municipals make their greatest appeal to individuals with 
large incomes. The-investor of modest means, who does not need to 
hold steadfast to ultra-safe types of securities, will not always find them 
a practical investment choice. 

The point is well illustrated in a comparison of two investors. First, 
the investor with capital returning him an annual net income of $1,000,- 
000 from municipal bonds yielding 44%. This investor, if he pur- 
chased corporation bonds entirely, would have to select such taxable 
Safety and con- 
venience here favor municipal bonds. 

The other inyestor has capital which will return him a net income 
of $10,000 a year from taxable bonds yielding 6%. To own municipals 
he must choose bonds yielding better than 54% to maintain his income. 
(,00d municipals do not sell on so high an income basis. 

These hypothetic cases assume the investment of the entire capital 
in either municipai or corporation issues. In practice, no shrewd investor 
would rely solely upon a single type of security. To do so would violate 
the accepted principle that to vary, or diversify, the character of -bond 
hodings makes for greater safety, better average income and allows 
a permissible degree of possible appreciation to occur in some of the 
investments. Furthermore, it is not at all necessary to hold on to one 
Many invest- 
ment holdings can include both taxable and tax-free securities to ad- 
vantage.

New York, October 13.—To write 
anything of real value about last 
week’s cotton market is difficult. At 
the close on Friday December con- 
trdcts in New York showed a decline 
of about 130 points as compared wth 
the previous Friday. ? 

The lrop was caused by the two 
government reports issued on Wednes- 
day. One estimated the crop at 12,- 
499,000 bales. The other announced 
that 4,525,520 bales had been ginnea 
up to the evening of September 30. 
The gincing is regarded as confirma- 
tory of the estimate, and although the 
mathematical casuists may -.argue 
otherwise, it is plain that a prepoun- 
derant majority of the trade are now 
of the opinion that there will be 
enough cotton to “go round” this sea- 
son. 

This conviction, taken in connectiva 
with the uncertainty felt 1s to the 
presidential election in this country 
and the resignation of the labor min- 
istry in Great Britain, makes against 
speculative confidence in higher prices. 
Therefore we are faced with a period 
in which for at least two months the 
amount of cotton for sale is likely to 
exceed the quantity wanted. 

We are, in other words, getting back 
to the old-time conditions which usual- 
ly brought about what we have called 
the “autumnal tendency toward lower 
prices.’ It is in a measure a norms! 
deevlopment, but it is exceedingiy hard 
upon the farmer who is not equipped 
to hold and hasn’t the merchant's fa- 
cilities for hedging. 

It is greatly to be regretted that this 
condition has been brought about by 
crop estimates emanating from an ag-

Exports of cotton from the 
United States are already in excess of 
last year, and if the demand continues 
to increase a crop of even 15,000,000 
bales would be insufficient for the 
world’s requirements. 

In view of such a possibility the 
situation is one that calls for orderly 
marketing, and the cooperative selling 
encouraging deliberation in selling. We 
organizations of the south. have an op- 
portunity to do a great service by 
do not mean to say that they can 
bring about an immediate advance, 
but they may at least avert a serious 
precipitate decline.

For the 
immediate future it is probable that 
cotton seed oil, like most other com- 
modities that are speculatively dealt 
in, will be repressed by the political 
uncertainties. Another repressing in- 
fluence is the heavy movement of seed 
which naturally takes place at this 
time of the vear, and it remains to be

Arguments have been heard in that 
court, but no decision has been handed 
down as yet. 

In the case instituted Monday, John 
McCollum, owner of a house located 
at 118 South Mayson avenue, stated 
that he had rented the property to 
Sams, but that Sams was notified by 
the building inspector that he would 
he forced to move. A case of vio- 
lating the city zoning ordinance was 
brought against him. Sams’ hearing 
was to have been held in recorder’s 
court today, but since issuance of the 
restraining ‘order Monday, it will be 
continued “until after the hearing on 
8 request for a permanent injunc- 
jon. 

The temporary restraining order 
prevents the city from forcing Sams 
to move from the house and also from 
trying him in recorder’s court on 
charges of violating the zoning law.
